Tourists in the North may remember a pleasant 
village jutting into the sea, near the towers of 
Glenarm. ‘Twenty years since “there were 27 
“houses in the village, and the ruins of a church.” 
The sandy shore was safe and pleasant, and now and 
then astray valetudinarian came down to inhale the 
salt sea air, and listen to the waves as they came 
hissing up among the shingle. A few fishermen 
beached their boats upon the shore, and, content with 
little, thought not of to-morrow. The stranger who 
visited CanNtoven twenty years since would not 
recognise it to-day. He sees a harbour stretching 
out its granite arms to embrace the shipping. There 
are piles of timber, and hills of limestone, and herds 
of cattle waiting to be shipped. The bleak hills are 
now covered with oats or barley, or potatoes. Here 
and there, where the river has left a flat, there is a 
crop of turnips spreading their succulent leaves. All 
is life, bustle, and activity. And Carnlough, though 
it never can rival Liverpool in trade, may excel that 
market of the world in plenty, contentment, and 
friendly feeling among all classes. 

On Thursday, Frances Marchioness of London- 


.derry came to visit and feast with her tenantry. 


Of course there were flags and decorations, and 
the ships were decked with all their colours. 
There were loyal and popular toasts and mottoes. 
It is not of these we have to speak. There was 
something more deserving the passing notice of a 
journalist. There was the warm affection between 
the tenantry of the soil, and the practical exempli- 
fication of the maxim, “ Live and let live.” 

The clergyman of the parish bears testimony to 
the results of judicious care on the part of the 
landowner. “The duties of the clergymen are 
“frequently attended with difficulties, but in the 
“neighbourhood of Carnlough, the kindly feeling 
“with which these services are received, and the 
“respect and affection shown to themselves, make 
“their duty a real pleasure to them.” For thirty 
years, it appears, there has not been a single 
instance of angry dispute or quarrel between 
the clergy of all denominations in the parish. Mr. 
Wilson, the rector, stated, that when he first came 
to the parieh there was no work for the labour- 
ing man—in fact, a day's work was the exception; 
but that now every labouring man is employed, 
and liberal wages are given to the worker. 

The foremost man of the House of Commo na, Sir 
Hugh Cairns, did not think it beneath him to ad- 
dress the assembled tenantry of Carniough. He told 
those sturdy peasants, what should be told to all 
who make their living from the earth, that agricul- 
ture was no longer a mere manual occupation;

but two courses before him, either to go on plodding 
in the old way, and be andersold, and eventually 
ruined, or to adopt the improvements which prac- 


tical science had introduced, and by skill compete

should be printed in large letters, and set up 
over the ingle-nook of every farmer—" Is your farm 
“better stocked? Is it better laboured? Is it more 
productive, this year than it was last? Is your 
“ cottage more tidy ? Is it more clean? Is it more 
“ comfortable ? Are your children better cared for 
“and educated now than thep-were last year ? Is 
your ground more free from weeds?” ‘The point of 
these questions is not confined to Carnlough, but is 
applicable to every farmstead of Ireland. Well is 
it when they are practically answered in the affirma- 
tive. 

These meetings between landowner and tenantry 
are of infinite importance. They bind closer the 
link between the higher and the humbler classes, 
and they show that if the recipient of the rent is 
mindful of his rights, he is also mindful of his duties. 
Industry is encouraged when the landlord rewards 
the improving and working tenapt. Cleanliness and 
order are cultivated when it isknown that the owner 
himself will visit the homestedds, and personally 
meuifest an interest in the health and comfort of 


those below him ; and the fidelity of the old feudal 
tie, without its evils, is revived when every family 
upon an estate knows that its progress and success 
are objects of interest to those under whom Provi- 


dence has placed them.

During the battle the garrison of Ancona broke out and 
assailed the rear, but their movement had been foreseen, 
and they were driven in, followed by the Piedmontese, 
who, now that Lamoriciere is disposed of, have probably 
drawn their lines more closely round Ancona. fleet 
had come up and had begun to pound the citadel of An- 
cona from the sea; a timely arrival, showing plainly 
enough to the garrison the hopelessness of their case.

This 
accounts for the march of Cialdini upon Tolentino, 
where, probably, the capitulation was arranged. If 
go, Tolentino will have figured a second time in the 
annals of the Papacy as a fatal place, for it was there 
that, in 1796, the Pope made a treaty with Napoleon 
Bonaparte. There remains then only Ancona, and 
Lamoriciere—the wreck of the Papal army. The 
Papal General must have seen that anything like 
a march to join the King of Naples on the Vol- 
turnus was a mere dam; and he to 
slip behind the lines of Ancona. What course can 
he now take ? While at large,a cynic would have 
suggested a fishing boat with the helm set for the 
Austrian fleet at Lissa. But his flight into Ancona, fol- 
lowed by the disbanding of his men, and the ce 
of the fleet of Admiral Persona cuts off that line of 
escape. Will he, too, capitulate, or will he fight it 
out? It must be grating to the feelings of a victor in 
other fields to be driven like a rat into a hole. But if 
men turn rats, they must expect the fate of that famous 
animal, There will be hardly any need, one would 
think, to waste lives in any close siege of Ancona. 
Famine and the guns of the fleet will soon make it un- 
tenable, nov that the remainder of the States of the Church 
are swept clean of the foreign mercenaries.
